INSPECTORS ADVISE TO 


"GET BUSY" ON SCALE 


Black scale, one of the toughest 


if not the toughest pest in Covinn 
valley, is getting an early start this 
year. Last year it seemed to get 
the best of many growers, sprayers 
and fumigators. 


G. D. Husscy, county horticultural 


inspector, who has been in the Co- 
vina district since Howard Lorbcer 
left for the county 
insectary 
at 


Eivera, states that the same thing 
is liable to happen this year unless 
the growers, fumigators and spray- 
ers get an early start. 


Several fumigators and sprayers 


have been working for the past three 
weeks and, according to the county 
inspectors, have been getting very 
satisfactory results. 


After having very carefully select- 


ed 
and 
inspected 
representative 


groves in this district, twenty-five 
per cent of the total acreage, and 
having checked and rfechecked these 
groves several times for hatch con- 
ditions, Mr. Hussey is of the opinion 
that the black scale is now practi- 
cally 100 per cent hatched. 
There 


may be a possible exception and if 
any grower, is in doubt as to the ad- 
visability of, going after the scale 
on account of an incomplete hatch, 
.he should call his fumigating com- 
pany or his sprayer and have them 
go over the grove with him. 
Mr 


Hussey stated that he will try to 
make a special inspection of any 
grove in the district regarding the 
scale conditions if the "owner woulc 
give him a day or two notice. Mr 
Woodhams, in the district formerly 
held by Charles Speer, will also give 
every service possible. 


The general opinion seems to be 


that the black, scale hatch is about 
thirty days earlier this year than 
it has been for several years unc 
that early fumigation or early spray- 
ing will bring more satisfactory re- 
sults than were obtained during the 
past season. 


Last season, as you all probably 


know, very poor results were obtain- 
ed both by fumigation and spraying. 
The black scale survey showed a 
much heavier infestation than the 
year before. 


This summer the natural mortality 


is high, approximately 50 per cent. 
The hot weather has helped a great 
deal and with early control methods, 
carefully applied, it looks as though 
the growers ought to get a good com 
mercial control.

velopment of Covina and the Covinu 
valley district is evidenced by the 
fact that the local Southern Coun- 
ties Gas company has just connected 
up the Featherstone Insulation Pro- 
ducts company to burn gas in the 
manufacture'of bricks. The Feather- 
stone plant, located 
about 
three 


miles east of Covina, produces hol- 
low tile, insulation bricks and roof- 
ing tile. 


In order to connect up with the 


Featherstone 
Insulation 
Products 


company, the local gas utility found 
it necessary to make an extension 
of 4,000 feet from tlie existing trans- 
mission line to the company's plant. 
A 3-inch gas line was found neces- 
sary to furnish the gas appliance. A 
construction crew was put on the 
work and completion wsis made early 
this week. 


Since natural ga.s was introduced 


in the Covina territory early'in 1917, 
the local gas utility has converted 
many local industries to burn nat- 
ural gas for fuel. The company re- 
cently installed natural gas in the 
Pomona Brick company's yards at 
Ninth and Bnena Vista streets, Po- 
mona. 
In this way tho Southern 


Counties Gas company has gradually 
expanded its business in the 'local 
territory until today natural gas is 
utilized by hundred's of Covina and 
Pomona valley manufacturing firms.

LOS ANGELES SEEKING NO WATER 


RIGHTS IN SAN GABRIEL CANYON 


County Officials Speeding Plans for Actual 


Construction of Great Dam in San 


Gabriel Canyon 


Earlier construction of Los Angles county's huge $25,000.- 


000 dam in the San Gabriel canyon loomed this week as a real 
possibility, following conferences between William Mnlholland 
Los Angeles city water engineer, the board of supervisors and 
the flood control committee of the San Gabriel valley associated 
chambers of commerce. 


Heretofore, plans for construction of the huge dam had 


been somewhat delayed because of a suggestion by the water 
and power commission of the city of Los Angelse that the dam 
lie utilized for storage of city water, as well as a flood control 
measure of the San Gabriel valley. 


Today, with the conference at'an end and the declaration on 


the part^ of Engineer Mulholland that such a course would be 


an engineering absurdity/' county officials are speeding plans 
tor actual construction of the great dam. 


tWorking hand in hand with the San Gabriel Valley Pro- 


tective association, who for five years have fought the tattles 
pi water users in the San Gabriel valley, the associated cham- 
bers of commerce consistently objected to any alteration of 
plans tor construction of the huge dam and reservoir, voted 
favorably on May 6, 1924. 


"Any storage reservoir of water for Los Angeles and the 


Hood control dam must remain separate," declared Mr. Mul- 
holland 
Their joint use is not a feasible engineering possi- 


t>' w grades alone Prohibit such a consolidation."

farm bureau in urging immediate 
progress in the. water conservation 
program is strongly backed by ,W- 
A. Johnstone, president of the Los

On 


behalf of the agricultural interests 
of the County, he is urging progress 
on the San Gabriel dam project as 
outlined by the 'office of J. W. Rea- 
gan, county flood control engineer, 
and in addition, the construction of 
a system of sufficiently large to con- 
serve water for agricultural pur- 
poses, together with provision for 
flood control.

Plans for construction of the $25,- 


000,OOU San Gabriel canyon dam, by 
Los Angeles county, were given im- 
petus Tuesday when reports were 
read before the associated chambers 
of commerce of the San Gabriel val- 
ley revealing abandonment of any 
plan on the part of the city of Los 
Angeles to utilize the reservoir. 


A special meeting was held in 


offices of the Lou Angeles chamber 
of commerce, where President J. L. 
Matthews of the associated body re- 
ported 
on conferences with 
the 


supervisors, William Mulholland and 
R. F. Del Valle, president of the 


j water and power commission. 
"Delays have been occasioned in 


consideration of a plan to utilize 
this great reservoir for a double pur- 
pose," dcrclared D. J. Shultis, chair- 
man of the flood control committee 
of the associated body. "The ac- 
tion of Engineer Mulholland in re- 
porting to the supervisors that any 
combination plan was an engineer- 
ing impossibility clears the way for 
progress on the part of the county 
cfficials. 
This body urges construc- 


tion of the dam at the earliest-pos- 
sible moment." 


Various committees reported pro- 


gress to the directors' meeting, in- 
cluding the sanitation committee, of 
which T." J. Lambert, El Monte, is 
chairman.
